little further back comes the Woman's 
Building, 

This is of a lighter architectural type than 
the structures around the canal, and the whgle 
roof and the big dome of the Horticuitural 
Buildmg are of glass, so their character is ap- 
propriate to the less formal character of the 
water upon which they stand. Opposite, on 
the side of the lagoon nearest Lake Michigan 
beyond the end of the Manufactures Building, 
stands, a little way from the lagoon, so that 
there is an unusually broad promenade in 
front of it, the United States Building, which, 
I am sorry to say, is as ugly as it is hig, the 
only one serioysly mars the otherwise 
harmonious great architectural panorama. 

Beyond this the lagoon branches out into 
an irregular arm, like a little river, which de- 
bouches into Lake Michigan and furnishes a 
fine water sité for the Fisheries Building, 
which, although quite unlike any of the other 
great structures, is one of the most charming 
and satisfactory on the grounds. Grouped 
around the outlet of this waterway are small 
government exhibita, a life-saving station, a 
marine hospital, eto., while beside the quay, 
which projects into the lake, is being built the 
full-size model of a United States cruiser. 


Still Other Beauties Develop. 

„We have made the circuit of the island and 
lagoon, and many persons will doubtless follow 
in our steps when the Fair has opened with- 
out at first perceiving that there is anything 
more to be seen, But if we keep our eyes 
open we notice as we turn the northern end of 
the sheet of water that it has another outlet 
besides the one which runs easterly into Lake 
Michigan. It has a still narrower one, which, 
under two little bridges, runs in a northward 
direction. And following this outlet we: find 
ourselves su ly in a second smaller la- 
goon again fronted upon by aseries of large 
buildings. 


“On our left as we emerge into it is the 


great structure of the State of Illinois and 
then the smaller ones of some of the other 
States. On our right are the locations al- 
lotted to Brazil, Japan, and various South 
American countries and immediately in front 
of us lies the long white Art Gallery with im- 
mense flights of marble steps descending to 
the water and long terraces running out to 
right and left upon the water’s edge. This is 
the most beautiful of all the buildings at the 
Fair and the im i it makes when we 
thus — slides upon it from the 
larger lagoon is one of the most delightful 
that we receive anywhere in the vast and va- 
ried grounds. 

This is the part of the grounds which had 
been improved and planted before the Fair 
was contemplated and the minor lagoon was 
the lake of the finished section of Jackson 
Park. Therefore the ground between it and 
Lake Michigan, which will be océupied 
chiefly by the small buildings of foreign 
countries, is covered with pretty groves of 
trees, not large but well massed together, so 
that they form good backgrounds and pleas- 
ant, quiet combinations with the neighboring 
buildings. Beyond the Art Building, at the 
northern end of the Fuir, are closely grouped 
together most of the buildings of the several 
States. And @htirely outside the grounds 
proper, starting near the Woman’s Building 
and running westward out towards the prairies, 
is a very wide, long avenue called the Midway 
Plaisance, designed to relieve the Fair 
grounds of any superfluity of semi-orna- 
mental, semi-commercial construction. 


Buildings Should Be Left White. 

Most of the main buildings will be left 
white, or nearly white, to produce a remark 
able effect. But the color scheme has not been 
thoroughiy worked out as yet, and it is possi- 
ble that in some buildings vivid chromatic ef- 
fects will be completed. I cannot think that 
any color would look as well at white, at least 
when the building is classic in character and 
stands by the basin or the canals, where uni- 
formity of effect is essential, and where monu- 
mental dignity is the keynote of the imposing 
scheme. 

No color is 80 classic as white, and none is 
better suited than white to the clear American 
air aud the laminous blue American sky. And 
even at this short distunce from smoky Chi- 
cagn the air is as clear and the sky nearly as 
strong a blue as in the outskirts of New York. 
White or very pale yellow ought to be adhered 
to all through the more formally arranged 
portions of the Fair grounds, and so far as I 


1 have been able to learn they will be. 


Hut there will, of course, be many minor 
features of more diverse colors and many ac- 
cents of a very brilliant hue. Color and gild- 
ing will be applied to some of the decorative 
sculptures, the little buildings which will be 
scattered for various purposes, useful and or- 
namental, over the wide terraces and prome- 
nades, will undoubtedly be brightly painted, 
and there will be hundreds of flagstaffs and 
acres of bunting to enliven still further the 
huge, stately panorama whose dominant notes 
will be the white of the palace walls, tife green 
of the grass and trees, and che blue of the 
water and sky. 

‘Just now the. dredges, which have not 
quite finished their work, keep the water in 
the basin and canals somewhat muddy, but I 
am assured that when it is at rest it is clean 
and clear and blue. None of the unpleasant 
sights or odora of old Venetian canais will 
distress him who looks or sails on the new

They Are Doubtful States, Look at It as 
One May—Mahone Has a Solid Phalanx 
to Lead Into the Ficht and the Opposi- 
tion's General Ia No More—The AlJliance 
Is Alb Causing Much Worriment to 
the Bourbon Hosts—Anxiety Caused by 
Developments in the Carolinas.

Democratic leaders ‘bere are anxious over 

the outlook in the Virginias. They have 

cause for their anxiety. In 1888, on a total 
vote of 304,000, Cleveland’s plurality over 

Harrison in Virginia was 1,500. In West 

Virginia, on a total vote of 159,000, it was

The Democrats profeéé to believe that tne 
known closeness four years ago will save them 
this time. They will make a big fight to keep 
their party solid. Asa sign of encourage- 
ment they point out that in the subsequent 
elections for State officers and for Congress- 
men they had their normal majorities. They 
say this goes to show that the closeness of the 
vote in 1888 was accidental. But they know 

better. On national issues at anything like a 

free ballot anda fair count the Virginias 

are Republican. Tha growth of pubiic 
sentiment in both of them has been against 
free trade because of the development of their 
natural resources, In Virginia are a good 
many avowed Democratic protectionists who 
repudiate their party’s platform and say they 
are quite ready to vote against the candidate. 
In 1888 Senator John S. Barbour was Chair- 


“man of the Virginia State Central committee. 


He was the must skillful political organizer in 
the South, and to him was due the overthrow 
of Mahone. Senator Barbour died a few 
weeks before the Chicago convention. Almost 
his last act was to write a letter protesting 
against the nomination of Cleveland, because 
he believed it would be impossible for Cleve- 
land to carry the State a third time. This was 
his calm judgment as a party leader and was 
not due to any prejudice. Since Senator Bar- 
bour’s death new men have been put at the 
helm, and they are mostly untried politicians. 
‘ Mahone‘s Generalship. 

Against them w Gen. Mahone, who is the 
dread of the Bourbons in spite of the re- 
verses be has suffered in recent years. Not- 
withstanding his bossism Mahone is a leader 
and an organizer of wonderful ability. In 
State and local fighte he usuelly loses, be- 
cause of his domineering policy; but in the 


national struggles the Republicans fall into 


ranks behind him pretty solidly. On the 
square tariff fight, with Cleveland and Harri- 
son as candidates, Virginia this year would be 
doubtful enough to justify the Republicans in 
their belief that it can be carried. 

The new factor in the field increases this 
belief, for if the Pedple’s party amounts to 
anything at all in the South Democrats are 
bound to suffer. Id Virginia the Democratic 
leaders ¢oddled the Farmers’ Alliance. Many 
of them became members and sought to guide 
its course. But the political leaven which was 
working in other States made dough of the 
Democratic cake. After the Omaha conven- 
tion the Alliance members decided to support 
the ticket of Weaver and Field. The Demo-, 
cratic members withdrew. Even yet there 
was still left a thorough organization. 

The Alliance hus put Congressional candi- 
dates in the field: in nearly every district and 
ia making a canvass as a distinct political 
party. Its leadership ia not, as in some of 
the S$éuthern States, confined to the middle 
counts many of the 
scions of the old Virginia families. The third 
party is helped in its campaign by the fact 
that all the Virginia Democrats in Congress 
were chosen on free silver platforms, and 
some of them with leanings to the Subtreasury. 
They can’t explain the failure of the Demo- 
cratic House to passa free coinage bill, and 
they are not ready themselves to oppose free 
silver, 

So they have to keep silent on that ques- 
tion. Instead they s¢ek to raise the issue of 
the force bill, but this is a confession of weak- 
ness, With no extensive black belt and with 
the negroes in the minority, the Virginians 
can’t get up much excitement over the pros- 
pects of negro domination. The third party 
leaders meet this talk squarely and ridicule it. 

Quite an Offset. 

The Bourtons have had to fall back on an- 
didate Weaver’s varied political career, and 
quote the mean things he used to say against 
the South, and against the Confederates. But 
as an offset Virginia furnishes the candidate 
for the Vice-President in the person of Gen. 
Field, an ex-Confederate, who used to pub- 
licly make known his regrets that he had not 
killed a few more Yankees in the war. 

Not long ag» Col. Ruffia, one of the People’s 
party Congressional candidates, made the 
declaration that if Weaver had slain ‘his fat 
in battle and he knew it, yet he would suppor 
him for the Presidency, because of the princi- 
ples which Weaver represents. This gives an 
idea of the earnestagss of the populists.“ as 
third party members are called. Weaver him- 
self is to stump the State. His reception will 
afford an index of the feelings of the ex-Con- 
federates who have gone into the Alliance. 

By election time the Democratic leaders 
will probably have got many of their stray 
sheep back from the Alliance pastures into 
the Democratic fold. But they won’t be able 
to destroy the political organization. They 
claim to believe that the Republicans will 
suffer just as much aa they do from the new 
party. 

This is not true. While the.Alliance will 
draw some Republican votes, its inroads will 
be mostly among the Democrats. Gen. Ma- 
hone’s plan is to give it full play in nominat- 
ing local State and Congressional candidates, 
but to concentrate every Republican vote on 
the electoral ticket for Harrison and Reid. 


His plan is good politics. 


Lines Closer Drawn. 

The Alliance has not made such ravages in 
West Virginia. The issue there is more dis- 
tinctly drawn between the Republicans and 
Democrats. Here, too, the force bill is 
appealed to in vain by the Bourbons. The 
mechanies and miners who have come across 
the river from Obio and Pennsylvania 
are not the kind to be scared by a force bill. 
That talk might have some effect in the out- 
law mountain districts if those districts were 
not already solidly Democratic. The Federal 
Government is a righteous terror there. But 
the spare settlements in the mountain sections 
across from Kentucky cannot do much vot- 
ing. The increased vote comes from Wheeling 
and neighburing pointe. 

Democrats quake whenever they talk 
about the prospect of the State giving its 
Electoral vote to Harrison and sending Steven 
B. Elkms to the Senate. While their State 
pride * gratified when President Harrison 
put Mr. Elkins in the Cabinet their political 
prejudices led them to regret it. With Elkins 
in the Cabinet they knew that every inch of 
the ground would be fought. The factional 
differences among tne Republicans in the State 
have been settled, aud the party goes into the 
contest united. 

Disquieting reports also come from South- 
ern Democrats to their friends here over the 
situation in the Carolinas. In North Carolina 
Senator Zeb Vance, whose personal popular- 
ity has helped to keep thousands of Alliance 
Democrats in the party, is too sick to take 

any part in the campaign. Senator Ransom

ANOTHER IRON HALL INJUNCTION SUIT. 


St. Paul Members Trying to Retain Local 
Branch Funds, 

St. Paur, Minn., Aug. 28.— [Special. — The 
insolvency of the Iron Hall was brought into 
the St. Paul courts, yesterday when Judge 
Kelly of the District Court granted a tempo- 
rary injunction restraining the trustees and 
accountant of local. branch No. 1,100 from 
turning over the funds of the branch to the 
receiver for the national association appoint- 
ed by the Indiana courts. The injunction 
was granted on petition and application of 
Eugene McCord for himself and the other 
members of the branch No. 1,100, although no 
date was fixed for its hearing. The fund of 
the local branch exceeds $1,200, and the mem- 
bers are loath to see it swallowed up in the 
general ruin of the order. Each of the many 
local branches in the city has a reserve fund 
varying from a few hundreds to thousands of 
dollars, and it is said that steps will be taken 
at once to prevent the receiver of the national 
body from getting possession of the funds. 


IT WAS A TYPICAL SOUTHERN FIGHT. 


Lasted Five Minutes, Three Men Killed, 
One Being Cut Twenty-four Times. 

Haveuton, La., Aug. 28.— Special. — Three 
men were killed at Allen Bros,’ mill last night 
in a fight at a dance, Maurice Miller and Bob 
and John Carter.

It was the opening exercises attendant upon 
the dedication of a shrine erected by the 
Chinese of Chicago to the memory of their 
dead at Rosehil! Cemetery. At least 1,000 
almond-eyea Orientals participated in the cere- 
monies, and it was sundown before the sacred 
rites were ended. 

The shrine starids on the Chinese burying- 
ground, just west of the north entrance to the 
cemetery. It is a queer-lookmg affair, of a 
style of architecture little known in Chicago, 
and is built of granite and granolithic. It 
faces the east, and from the base to the top of 
the ball, which surmounts the structure, it 
measures fifteen feet. It is eight feet broad 
and two feet thick. A low arched pediment 
forms the top, with heavy carved scrulls at 
the ends. At each end is a furnace in the 
form of a hollow obelisk, about two feet 
square at the base and about eight feet high. 
Near the top are two small openings. At the 
base of each is an iron door and inside is an 
iron grating. 

Set into the front of the shrine is a large 
square glab of granite. Onthis is carved in 
Chinese characters the date of the erection of 
the structure, the fact that it was erected by 
the Chinese of Chicago, and a short prayer for 
the dead. At the base is a rectangular slab 
raised about a foot from the ground. Extend 
ing from this is a curbing in the form ofa 
—, extending about six feet from the 

ase. 

West of the shrine is the ground reserved by 
the Chinese for their dead. It is about 150 
feet long by twenty feet deep. Moy Tong 
Chow, the head of the Hip Lung company, 
and Chan Pok Kwai, a Chinese merchant, are 
the trustees, in whose names ‘the shrine and 
gp und are heid. 

Ceremonies in the Joss House. 

The dedicatory exercises began in the Joss 
house on the fifth floor of the Hip Lung Ho- 
tel, No. 328 Clark street, early yesterday 
morning. As many Celestials as could crowd 
into the place met there, and for several hours 
they devoted themselves to the adoration of 
their chief deity, whose image occupies a place 
on the east side of the room, A Chinese orches- 
tra kept up an unearthly din most of the time, 
and on a bronze altar supported by a fero- 
cious-looking dragon, incense, spices, and 
sandal wood were burned. At intervals the 
assemblage would break forth in a wild wail 
or chant which, with the orchestra, made a 
perfect bedlam of the place. Then the dev- 


Toward 1 noon five — F on Tee 
trays, several large baskess of rvasted chick- 
ens, boiled ducks, rice, fruits, and pastry of 
Chinese make were brought in and placed be- 
fore the image of Joss. A lean Celestial, 
whose skin looked like parchment and whose 
cue and mustache were quite gray, came in. 
He wore a long light blue robe and a curious- 
ly wrought bracelet on each wrist. When he 
entered, the orchestra ceased its noise and the 
assembled worshipers became quiet. The. 
gray-cued individual then called upon J oss fo 
bless the provisions and to make all the Chi- 
nese who had departed this life happy. 

When he had done the meeting broke up. 
The roasted pigs, chickens, ducks, and other 
edibles were removed to an express wagon in 
front of the hotel and the driver was directed 
to take itto Rosehill Cemetery, 

After this there was a small excdus from 
CHinatown. Twenty-five carriages, each con- 
taining from four to six Chinamen, foliowed 
the wagon to the cemetery. Besides these a 
large number took the cars over the North- 
western railway to Rosehill. It was 2 o’clock 
when they reached the shrine, and for the next 
two hours they devoted themselves to feedmg 
the spirits of their dead friends. First they 
assembled around the newly-erected shrine. 
Fires were kindled in the obelisk-shaped fur- 
naces at either end. Large quantities of rice 
paper inscribed with messages of love ana af- 
fection to the departed were burned with san- 
dalwood and incense. When the tires became 
roaring hot cigarettes, cigars, opium, rice, 
and Chinese sweetmeats were thrown: in. 

Feast Spread at the Shrine, 

While this was going on the roasted pigs, 
ducks, chickens, and boiled rice were arranged 
on the ledge at the foot of the shrine. Plates 
and bowls. were placed along the edge, with 
plenty of chopsticks. Rice wine and tea 
were poured into cups and sweet-scented 
tapers were burned. 

When the feast for the dead had been ar- 
ranged libations of rice wine and tea were 
poured over the fool, Then one after another 
each Chinaman who had a dead friend or rel- 
ative in the cemetery came forward, got 
down on his knees three times and each ‘time 
bowed his head to the earth three times. mut- 
termg a prayer as he did so. As each one 
arose he took a small cup of tea or rice wine 
and poured it on the ground. 

This part of the ceremony over, individuals 
came forward and took portiot s of the food 
to the grave of some relative or friend. Then 
they would arrange it, as if for eating. The 
salutation performed in front of the shrine 
would be repeated and incetise would be 
burned. Bogus Chinese ‘paper money, 
weighted down with stones, was left at the 
foot of each grave. This done, baskets of 
bananas, apples, and rice cakes were brought 
out and scattered over the ground pPomis- 
cuously. 

While all this was being done many 
Celestials stood around laughing and talking 
in a most joyful manner. There was nothing 
done around the graves that had the slightest 
suggestion of sorrow. They appeared to con- 
sider the whole affair as a picnic. 

Each grave having been duly spread with 
a good square meal, the fires m the furnaces 
were repler.ished and the five roasted pigs and 
all the ducks and chickens were gathered up, 
loaded into the express wagon, and brought 
back to the city. On returning to Chinatown 
the feeders of the dead were joyously received 
by those who had remained at home. They 
gathered in the various Mongolian resorts 
and ended the day in feastingon the chickens, 
ducks, and pigs that had been spread out for 
the dead at the cemetery.

The complain- 
ants chatge that the changes were irregularly 
and illegally made and operate as a fraud 
upoi the rights of certificateholders; that this

That the order is insolvent, and that the funds

SUSPICIOUS CASE FOUND IN BERLIN, 


Prof. Koch Believes the Sanitary Condi- 
tions Will Prevent a Plague. 

Bertin, Aug. W. Emperor William has had 
presented to him exhaustive reports on the 
progress of cholera and the measures taken to 
combat it. He devotes several hours daily to 
studying the epidemic. He has ordered that 
vigorous measures be taken to insure the 
safety of the troops. 

The sanitary officials tonight reiterate their 
assertion that there is no Asiatic cholera in 
this city. However, a suspicious case was re- 
ported yesterday; that of a woman who had 
just arrived from Hamburg and who was 
seized with choleraic symptoms. The woman 
and her husband were immediately sent to the 
Moabit Hospital, where they are still de- 
tained. : 

Frequent cases of cholerine are reported. 
Prof. Koch declares that there is no reason for 
the exaggerated alarm that prevails in Berlin, 
as the sanitary condition of the city is incom- 
parably better than that of Hamburg. Great 
surprise is expressed at the action of the Ham- 
burg authorities in giving the cholera figures 
up to Thursday as 578 cases and 194 deaths, 
whereas the Reichsanzeiger gives the figures 
up to Friday as 1,028 cases and 358 deaths. It 
1s reported that the steamer Sylva, bound 
from Hamburg to New York, has landed at 
Cuxhaven two of her crew suffering from 


cholera, 8 

Hamsvure, Aug. . — The official returns 
show that Friday there were reported in this 
city 416 new cases of cholera and 150 deaths. 
Up to noon yesterday 128 new cases and fifty- 
five deaths were reported, but the returns are 
not complete. Prayers were offered in all the 
churches today for a cessation of the 
scourge. Whole households have been sent to 
the cholera hospital. Relief committees have 
been formed and appeals for subscriptions 
issued throughout the city.

ALL INDORSE THE PROPOSITION, 


Vigorous Efforts of the State Senitary Board 
te Keep Out Cholera, 

Sprinerretp, III., Aug. 28.—[Special. |— 
The proposition of the Illmois State Board of 
Health to suspend immigration temporarily 
from all cholera-infected countries in order 
to protect the life. health, and the commerce 
and industrial welfare of the country has met 
with general favor. Already twenty-three 
State boards have wired the lilinois board, in- 
dorsing the proposition. It has *been pointed 
out that Asiatic cholera is an exotic, and must 
be imported in order to afflict this country. 
From its first introduction in 1882 history 
shows that its importation has never 
been effected save through the persons and 
personal effects of immigrants. It is the con- 
census of belief among sanitarians and health 
officials that to suspend immigration now 
would be to insure immunity from a cholera 
epidemic. Unfortunately the State board is 
advised by eminent Federal lawyers that the 
President has no power to suspend immigra- 
tion. Each commonwealth for itself, how- 
ever, may take such action, based upon its ex- 
ercise of the police power of the State, but it 


would require an act of Congress to author- 


ize the President to issue a proclamation 
asked for. The proposed memorial to the 
President has, therefore, been abandoned, and 
Illinois will exercise ite State authority: if 
necessary. Meanwhile every confidence is 
reposed in the vigilance and efficiency of the 
Marine Hospital service for preventing an in- 
vasion of the disease, while it is believed that 
the jnterest in sanitary matters aroused by the 
dread of an epidemic will redound to the bene- 
fit of the general health. The board calls at- 
teution to the fact that of every 100 deaths 
which occur in any county sixty-two 
are from the preventable diseases—that is, 
from diseases which might be suppressed or 
avoided by good sanitary conditions and the 
enforcement of hygienic measures. The 
board reiterates its frequent appeals to the 
local health authorities to secure the best at- 
tainable sanitary conditions of their respect- 
ive territories, with the positive assurance 
that even should the threat of Asiatic cholera 
not be realized every dollar expended in such 
effort will result in an improvement in the 
general health of the community and in a re- 
duction of the death rate from the typical 
filth diseases, such as typhoid fever, diph- 
theria, etc. 


ENERGETIC MEASURES IN DETROIT. 


Suspicious Cases Will Be Quarantined in a 
Car on Railroad Property. 

Derxort, Mich.; Aug. 28.—Health Officer 
Duffield has issued an order that no am- 
bulances shall take away from the railroad 
depots in this city any pergous found suffer- 
ing from cholera or diarrhea. Although he 
does not apprehend any danger Dr. Duffield 
has taken these precauhonary measures 
to guard against the possible spread 
of the disease should it be brought 
into Detroit by immigrants who 
may come through Canada from the 
seaboard.

It is not good art to make a picture 
of a 2 or to symbolize a symbol. 
Though the American flag is to our eyes the

SHIP CANAL ON THE BRAIN. 

The resolution submitted by Mr. Cooley at 
last Wednesday’s meeting of the Drainage 
Board indicates that the gentleman still has 
ship canal on the brain, It shows that hie 
leading thought is not to afford drainage re- 
lief to the people, but to construct a rival to 
the Manchester ship canal, to that at Suez, 
and the one proposed for Nicaragua, mainly 
at the expense of the people of Chicago. He 
1s not thinking of the drainage question 
or of the disposal of the sewage of 
the Sanitary District which has. to 
foot the bills for his work. One may read 
over his recent and all his statements and 
speeches without gaining any idea that its ob- 
ject is primarily and mainly to prevent the pol- 


Patton of our drinking water and not for deep 


water navigation between Lake Michigan and 
the Gulf of Mexico. It seems to be impossi- 
ble to drive out of his head the notion that 
the railroads of this country are doomed, and 
that all transportation facilities are to be fur- 
nished hereafter by rivers and canals with 
their locks and dams. He appears still to 
adhere to the fancy that the General Govern- 
ment is going to turn in and construct a 
grand channel, with eighteen feet of water in 
it, from the terminus of his own deep cut 
down to that point on the Mississippi River 
where there is a depth of eighteen feet of 
water all the year round, somewhere below 
Memphis. 

If Mr. Cooley would take the trouble to 
read, or the other members of the board if he 
will not, the report by Capt. Marshall, he or 
they would gain a pretty good ideaof the state 
of affairs between Joliet and La Saile, where 


the navigable or slow falling water begins. It 


would be discovered from the report that no 
matter how much water may be poured into 
the Desplaines and Illinois Rivers between 
those two points, the stream never will 
be navigable because of the fail of fully a 
hundred feet in the course of a few miles. 


Suppesmg that as a consequence of 


the vast expenditures they contemplate 
there should be poured into that channel 
600,000 cubic feet per minute. What good 
would it do im the way of navigation? 
There are times when a million feet per min- 
ute pass to the mouth of the Kankakee and 
two million feet pass below that point. But 
the stream is not navigable under those con- 
ditions, and never has been from the time of 
the glacial period down to the present day. 
The great fall below Lockport and above La 
Salle renders it tmpossible for any vessel that 
has been constructed by the hand of man to 
stem the swift current then flowing. 

It it should be attempted to utilize the IIli- 
nois River above La Salle to Joliet by dam- 
ming it to get eighteen or fourteen feet of 
navigable water, the result would be a 
flooding from bluff to bluff of the valley ana 
an appalling list of suits for land damages. 
The effort to make the channel carry eighteen 
feet depth of water below La Salle on the Iili- 
nois River would result in similar flooding of 
the whole valley, destroying a million acres of 
the best corn lands in the State, and causing 
the presentation of immense bills for damages. 

And then, after the Illinois River had been 
thus improved to its mouth there is a long 
stretch of the Mississippi down to St. Louis 
in which the average depth of low water for 
half the year is but about six or seven feet. 
It is idle to suppose the government would 
undertake todam the Mississippi River for 
the purpose of eupplyimg a feature without 
which the much talked of canal improvement 
cannot be anything better than a delusion aud 
a snare, utterly failing in the object aimed at 
by Mr. Cooley.

Its engineers would much prefer a 
300,000 feet flow to one of twice that volume. 
The far smaller quantity of 40,000 feet now 
furnished by the Bridgeport pumping works 
would supply all the water it would be neces- 
sary to use in lockage and that lost by leak- 
age and evaporation. So if Mr. Cooley and 
those on the Drainage Board who 
sympathize with his insane projects 
really want to repel the government 
from taking hold all they have to do 
is to insist on that 600,000 feet flow and carry 
it through to the bitter end, which will be bit- 
ter enoagh for the taxpayers who have to foot 


the bills. The most that the General Govern. 


ment can be persuaded to do is to enlarge 
the present canal from Joliet to La Salle, giv- 
ing it a surface width of 160 feet instead of 60, 
and a depth of seven feet instead of the 
barely four feet it has now. It might perhaps 


some time be persuaded to do that, 


work would connect with the Hennepin Canal, 
which is to run to Roek Island and is to have 
a depth of seven feet and connecting the navi- 
gable waters of the Mississippi with that of 
the Illinois at La Salle. That channel can be 
given a depth of seven feet. Such a depth is 
all that could be maintained to St. Louis. 
Thie beim the limit of availability, what is 
the use of makmg an eighteen-foot channel 
from Chicago to Joliet? That would form 
but a little spur sticking out from the lake,

with the facts and conditions they concluded 
the scheme to be wholly impracticable and 
absurd and abandoned it. The present board 
would do the same if not bound hand and foot 
to the belt of one crank who has ship canal on 
the brain and is incapable of entertaining 
anything that conflicts with that crazy notion. 


‘BIDWELL THE FREE TRADE AND FIAT 


CRANK’S MISSTATEMENTS. 

Bidwell, the Prohibitionist, says in his letter 
accepting the Presidential nomination that— 

The old parties, controlled as they are by the 
liquor power, cannot, dare not even propose to 
overthrow the saloon or do any other act in the 
direction of a beneficent reform antagonistic to 
this controlling influence. 

Bid well knows that the old parties have 
done all that has been done to antagonize and 
limit tne power of the saloon. The Prohibi- 
tioniste have done nothing except to scold and 
blow horns. They have been a stumbling- 
block in the pathway of temperance reform. 
The High License and Local Option laws, 
which have done so much to promote temper- 
ance, were the work of the old parties—chiefly 
of the Democrats at the South and of the Re- 
publicans at the North. Those laws have con- 
ferred the legal authority on the majority of 
the people of a county either to suppress the 
sale of liquor, if they can through the ma- 
chinery of the law, or limit by high tax- 
ation the number of saloons. 

Probably greater progress would have been 
made but for the fact that the Prohibitionista, 
wishing to force all men to become total ab- 
stainers in the twinkling of an eye, left the 
old parties and thinned and scattered their 
efforts over acontinent, effecting nothing, and 
thus threw away their power to exert influ- 
ence on the old parties. If those scatteration 
Prohibitionists who were Republicans had re- 
mained with that party they could have in- 
spired it with even greater zeal for the pro- 
motion of temperance. If the few Democratic 
Prohibitionists had remained in their party 
they could have fought the saloonkeepers 
within ite lines far more effectually than they 
do outside of them, where they have accom- 
plished nothing and never will in the desul- 
tory, declamatory, objurgatory way they go 
about it. 

Sensible people have come to understanc 
that if there is anything which they are anx- 
ious to have done they can securé their object 
better by actmg on and through the old par- 
ties than by setting up a little 6x9 party for 
themiselves as a scolding, slandering, vitupera- 
tive organization. Hence it is that the Pro- 
hibition organization gtews so slowly. Its 
vote in 1888 was only 100,000 larger all told than 
in 1884, while the two old parties gained in 
strength durmg the same time 1,220,000. Per- 
sons with a taste for arithmetic might amuse 
themselves by figuring out how many four- 
year periods will elapse before the Drys are in 
the majority in this country. And since the 
platform of the Drys and their candidate Bid- 
well have come vut for fiat folly, irredeema- 
ble scrip money—the lunatic hobby of the

SANITARY POWERS AND DUTIES. 

The attention of the health officers of this 
city is called to an article on the third page of 
yesterday’s Tarsune. It should be read and 
duly pondered by every one of them from the 
Commissioner down to the humblest employé 
of the office ostensibly maintained in the in- 
tered of the public health, That article sup- 
plies them with two kinds of information, 
both valuable. It tells of the existence of bad 
sanitary conditions in the city which ought to 
be removed and nuisances that must be 
abated and then informs the officials in re- 
gard to their powers in the premises, of which 
they have seemed quite ignorant. There is 
some reason to think that the pressure 
of other duties (7) has prevented those 
gentlemen from reading up for them- 
selves in the laws and ordinances: gov- 
erning the City of Chicago. Being thus igno- 
rant and at the same time as modest and 
lenient in dealing with people who commit 
nuisances as Dogberry wanted the watch to be 
with thievea, they have hitherto given the of- 
fenders free course and contented themselves 
with more agreeable exertion or none at all. 
But this cannot be permitted longer. Asa 
certain gathering on Mars’ Hill in Athens 
wete told, the times of this ignorance may 
once have been winked at, but now they are 
commanded to reform. 

The quotations made from the ordinances 
show that the Health Departmefit has almost 
unlimited powers for the suppression ot nui- 
sances committed inthiscity. Its officials are 
warranted in prosecuting every person known 
to commit a nuisance within the city, and it is 
made their duty to look out for these things as 
well as to attend to complaints which out- 
raged citizens may make. If they have any 
doubt that the position is not correctly stated 
in Tus Tuns they ought to corsult the 
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form a part of their duties. 

The citizens have long waited to see if the 
health officials and inspectors will take this 
view of the case and act on it. If they do 
not, and that without much delay, 4 pretty 
unanimous demand will go up that the useless 
ones shall be removed and give place to a set 
of officers and inspectors who are willmg to 
do their duty. This is no time to dally with 
dirt. We are menaced by the great public 
enemy, and if it does not come in the ehape 
of the swift killing cholera it may slay its 
thousands by the slower agonies of typhoid, 
diphtheria, and kindred diseases. The health 
officials must act or % pines: Se others, 
Which do they choose? 


ADDRESS OF THE GERMAN-AMERICAN 
REPUBLICAN UNION. 

Tuz Tuo republishes from its edition 
of yesterday the address of the German- 
American Republican Union to the German- 
American voters of this State. It does so not 
merely because the list of some 200 signerr— 


not a tithe of those who will put their names 


to it later on if offered the opportunity—be- 
gins with that old and influential German 
Republican, George Schneider, and ends with 
that other common sense German, Henry C. 
Senne, but because the address is noteworthy 
for the clearness and comprehensiveness of 
its statements and the lucidity with which it 
lays before the voters of all nationalities, as 
well as the German-Americans, the great 
issues of the pending campaign. 

The address sets out by denouncmg the 
Democrats for their attempt to steal votes by 
misrepresenting the facts regarding the Com- 
pulsory School law. It is shown conclusively 
that the school question is not one of the 
issues of the day, since both parties are 
pledged to the repeal of the obnoxious law, 
Gov. Fifer bemg the first among the Repub- 
licans to insist thereon. 

The signers of the address see in this en- 
deavor of the Democrats to ruise a false issue 
the evidence of their eagerness to conceal or 
obscure the real one, which is whether free 
trade shall be substituted for protection as the 
future policy of this Nation. That itis the 
intention of the Democrats to wipe out pro- 
tection, regardless of consequences, is shown 
by quotations from the proceedings of their 
late National convention held in Chicago. A 
proposition that “in making reductions in 
taxes it is not proposed to injure any domestic 
industry” was voted down decisively, So, 
too, was one that “every change of law must 
be at every step regardful of the labor, and 
“capital involved.”

‘WOLF COURSING IN RUSSIA. 


The Sneaking Beasts Make Game Fight 
with the Dogs. 

London Field: The wolf was carried out in 
his cage, which, on pulling a string, feli to 
pieces like a pigeon-trap, and he set off at a 
long gallop. The dogs, in hot pursuit, soon 
came up and Khvatal made first rush, but 
missed, rolling over with the wolf, who, how- 
ever, picked himself up and went on. 

Both dogs iu turn now came up, but did 
not get an r for a minute or so, when 
Molodetz tackled and pinned, Khvatal at 
once joining in—a very good piece of work. 

In less than thirty seconds the huntsman 
was also on the wolf, and the three held him 
till other helpers came up and secured him. 
He was then put back into the cage and carted 
off. As far as I could see neither the dogs 
nor the wolf was scratched. : 

The second couple were Lebeb and Hish- 
chni. Their wolf went off rather faster than 
the first ome; indeed, though the beast 
seemed to be lolloping along very com fort- 
ably, it took the borzois almost as long to 
come up with him as it did for them to 
reach the hares. The first was made by 
Hishchni with great determination, but he 
missed, and the wolf at once slackened pace 
and showed fight. This let up Lebed, who 
“pinned very finely, but was not backed by 
his companion. who, after his first rush, 
seemed to be somewhat shy about coming to 
close quarters. 

The pace had been so sharp that the hunter 
could not get up in time, and only just ran 
in as the wolf shook himself free. Both 
dogs, encouraged by the man, now made re- 

ated attempts to get hold, but the wolf 

ept up a running figh lying dowa on his 
back at intervals, in which position he ap- 
peared to be impregnable—at any rate for 
the man. The dogs, too, had each been pun- 
ished, and finally the wolf got near the 
covert. At this juncture an extra pair were 
slipped and the four dogs finished up by get 
ting the quarry cornered and pmned in the 


spinney. 

Zlovad and Zlobatch were the third pair, but 
Lebed and Hishchni were left in the field as 
auxiliaries in ease of need. The wolf went away 
for the inclosure palings, which he reached just 
as the hounds were at his tail, 8 

One of them made a dash, with the result 
that, being brought up * the rails, the 
two dogs and the wolt had a rough-and-tum- 
ble fight for a minute, from which the wolf 
eme victorious. In fact one of the dogs 
refused to approach him again, and the other 
followed at a very respectful distance. hesi- 
tating each time that the wolf turned and 
showed his teeth.. In this way the wolf was 
rapidly gaining the covert when the second 
eo were slipped, but a little too late, as Le- 

made his grab just as the wolf reached 
the shelter. However, he gamely followed 
him in, and, fired by his example, the other 
three now joined. : 

After about ten minutes, though, matte 
got no further advanced, and a third pair 
were slipped.

Newrost, R. I., Aug. 28.—The annual tour- 
nament of the National Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion is fast approaching its end. ‘The present 
series has been more than usually full of sur- 
prises, which are always looked for with 
greater or less frequency in every national 
contest. These surprises have this year ex- 
tended not ri ae = the more important 
and decisive matches, whose results 
had most to do with the final outcome, but 
also in a marked degree to those of lesser 
note. Accordingly many daring ones, who 
named with contidence the winner of the all- 
comers before a ball had been served, have 
long since been proved false prophets, and 
most of thoge now expressing Opinions are 
wary of predicting the probable final result. 
One result of the play, up to this point. was 
the removal from the lists of an unusually 
large number of men, once among the best, 
who, with their retirement from the present 
tournament, are practically sent permanently 
to the rear, and are likely never to appear 
again as formidable candidates for champion- 
ship honors, if at all. Among these are Jo- 
seph Clark, Quincy, Shaw, Huntington, Slo- 
cum, Philip Sears, and possibiy Knapp. all 
strong players in their time, and includ: 
among their number a former champion, an 
at least two winners of the all-comers. 

Of the four men who reached the sewi- 
finals Hovey came by the smoothest way, 
having an easy match each day and not being 
called upon to exert himself. Wrenn’s hard- 
est work was against Knapp, of course, and 
that was hard enough. In each of his other 
matches he 4 5 one long set.

Paris Herald: In one of my 
articles I called the attention of tue readers ot 
the Herald to the more or less fegular 
breaks of cholera that occur every year | 
ing the hot seasou. I pcinted out its a- 
nence or, in other words, its endémicity, in 
large cities thrbugh the persistence of its 
germ, not for the purpose of denying the dis- 
tinction that has been made by many between 


1 


ported or cholera asiatica, but to defend the 
opinion of those who think that the two com- 
plaints are only two forms of the infectious 
disease called by the generic. name of cholera. 
Without going so far as to agree with M. 
Jules Guérin in claiming that cholera is never 
imported but always breaks out spontaneous- 
ly under the influe of condi which in 
a group form what was formerly oulled and is 
even called so by some physicians the medi- 
cal constitution, I think that.the disease may 
appear afresh in any place where it has énce 
raged by a simple revivification of the germs, 
and that it cun also appear, but then with 
greater malignity, as the result of dissemma- 
tion or propagation. 
In order to explain more thoroughly my 
idea, a city or town could be compared to a 
field that is absolutely barren, or on the sur- 
face of which were scattered a few seeds that 
would grow after the first shower. This would 
be the image of cholera nostras; that of 
cholera asiatica would be realized if, under the 
influence of a wind or a storm, a much 
yee amount of seed were tran ted to 
surface of the field, 


Two Forms of the Disease. 


A fact which proves that the two forms of 
cholera are one and the same disease, 
they have the same relation to each other as a 
mild case of typhoid fever has toa more seri- 
ous case, is that it is quite habitual to see them 
both break out at the same time. Thus at 
the very moment that the cholera 
nostras peared in France at the 
Nanterre Asylum Asiatic cholera was re- 
ported in Central Asia in the Transcaspian 
provinces of Russia in Asia with the rapidity 
of extension that is its fundamental character. 
Whereas in the environs of Paris the disease 
advanced very slowly, and in three months’ 
time had not gone beyond the limits of the 
Peninsula of Gennevilliers, while duriog that 
time it did not make more than 180 or 200 
victims, Asiatic cholera advanced with the 
most terrifying rapidity from the de 
Central Asia, killing every da 
unfortunates, reached 
leaped on the one hand to Astrakhan, from 
which point it threatens Russia in Europe, 
and, on the other, to Tiflis, whence it will no 
doubt spread to Batoum, on the Black 
2 to invading Turkey and Southern 


urope. 8 

This rapid and incessant extension is the 
characteristic of Asiatic cholera, whereas 
cholera nostras, which is a simple r 
of germs left behind by a former invasion o 
Asiatic cholera, shows littletendency.to spread 
to any distance beyond its original focus, and 
when it gives rise to epidemics these can be 
more easily limited. Nevertheless I shall en! 
deavor to point out the means that seem most 
efficacious to protect oneself from it, especial- 
ly as these means are equally applicable to 
Asiatic cholera. 

Although the different authorities do not 

entirely on the nature of the germ of 
cholera, since Cunningham claims to have 
seen in India cases of cholera without the 
bacillus which Koch considers characteristic, 
it is nevertheless certain two things are 
necessary for the development of the disease: 
1. presence of a germ. 2. A tavorable 
ground on which the germs can develop. Ina 
word, in every question of contagion or epi- 
demic we have to deal with the seed and the 
ground on which it falls. 
What Should Be Done. 


Preservative measures must: therefore aim 
at preventing the germ from entering the or- 
ganism, and in the second place at rendering 
impossible the conditions which favor the de- 
velop nent and dissemination of the germ. 

Since [am considering today nothing but 
personal hygiene—that is to say, the preserva- 
tion of individuals—I shall not dwell on the 
measures to be taken by a State or municipal- 
ity to protect the inhabitants from an invasion 
of choiera. These measures can be summed 
ge two words—health laws and disin feotion. 
The former consists in supplying pure water, 
in forbidding the. sale of damaged or unripe 
fruit, and in obliging all refuse to be removed, 
while the latter cons‘sts in stopping at the 
frontiers travelers coming from contaminated 
countries, for the purpose of subjecting their 
clothing and bagg to the action of anti- 
septic vapors, and of exposing to steam under ” 
pressure every object that in one way or an- 
other has been in contact with a cholera 
patient. 

In addition to this, every individual person 
must combine his efforts with those which an 
intelligent government has exerted in the 
struggle against the germs which threaten us. 
Whether it has arisen sporadically or whether 
it has been imported, the cholera poison ex- 
ists, especially in the dejections and vomiting 
of its victims. After this it contaminates the 


pal preservative measure, therefore, to

demic, is to drink only water that is abso- 
lutely pure. To prevent any possible mis- 
take it is best to drink water that has been 
boiled, and afterward aerated by beating, or 
table waters of unquestionable origin, or, fin- 
ally, water that has been filtered by means of 
perfected apparatus, and especially by Maig- 
nen or Cham derland filters. 

Importance of Disinfectants. 

Since, as I have said, the dejections of 

cholera patients are the principal vehicle of 
infectious germs, and since in a variety of 
ways these germs can affect our water and 
food by settling in linen, clothing, curtains, 
etc., and by collecting in the open air or in 
the sewers, it is of the greatest importance to 
render them inoffensive, and for this reason 
they should be treated by solutions of cor- 
rosive sublimate, 1 in 1,000, or of sulphate of 
copper, 20 per 1,000, ; 

Rooms that have been contaminated shoul 
be disinfected by sulphuric acid gas generated 
by burning sulphur, by being w down by 
on of 3 and one y.by — 
all linen, curtains, in id carpets that 
have been in contact with the 
ed to the action of steam under pressure, A 
house in which a case of cholera has appeared 
should be evacuated whenever ible. The 
overcrowding of houses should be avoided, 
and a sufficient amount of air should be al- 
lowed to each person. The closets should be 
especially watched to see that they are kept 
rigorously clean and to avoid any emanation 
of poisonous gas; when necessary a jar con- 
3 — a solution of chlorine should be placed : 
in them. 

The greatest care should be taken in the 

food that is eaten. Fresh meat should be of

Finally, great moderation should be 
observed in the use of the means which 
trouble the digestive functions, which increase 
the motions and weaken the system, such as 
vomitives and laxatives.

AN IMPORTANT WAR MACHINE. 


Revolutionizing the Art of Warfare Both 
on Land and Sea. 

Now York Times: The government tests of 

the ten-inch pneumatic gun carriage, the in- 

vention of Henry A. Spiller, the superintend- 

ent of the South Boston Iron works, were 

practically concluded yesterday at the Sandy 


Hook proving grounds. The terms of the con - 


tract with the government for the testing of 
the carriage stipulated that thirty shots shall 


be fired to demonstrate its practicability. 


Yesterday, the fourth day of the tests, ten 
shots were fi making twenty-six in all. 
The remainmg four shots will be fired som. 
day next week, but this will be merely to fue 
fill the terms of the contract, for the inventol- 
and those associated with him have probably 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of the mem- 
bers of the Ordnance and “Fortifications 
Board who have witnessed the tests that the 
reg is @ success. Members of the board 
have, fact, expressed their belief that the 
invention, if adopted this government, 
will goa long way tow fevolutionizing the 
art of warfare, both on land and sea. 

While the pneumatic carriage cna ye — ri- 
marily for manipulation of great fortifica- 
tion guns, to be placed behind earthwork or 
other defenses, it is capable of being made to 
serve its purpose equally well on a war vessel, 
and the inventor has designed a turtle-backed, 
heavily-armored boat especially adapted to 
the pu of his ta ventiod. 

Naval authorities of late years have come to 
an appreciation of the tremendous ad vantages 
of a sea fighting machine that leaves none of 
its battery exposed, and they have lost much 
of their . — in toe we eel because its 
guns in ur are censtantly exposed to 
the 3 of the enemy. 

isappearing gun carriage overcomes 
this objection because, after it has discharged 
a shot or shell from the heaviest gun used in 
naval or land warfare, the gun is sv arranged 
on the carriage that it recoils and disappears 
from view. The al time occupied in the 
recoil of the fifty-ton gun used in the Sandy 
Hook tests is twelve-hundredths of a second. 

The operation of this immense gun, quickly 
rising by pneumatic force to the position for 
firing and, after the shot has been discharged, 
dropping back instantly and without a strain 
a distance of eight feet, describing an arc of 
120° in its descent, and in position for arfother 
charge, is a marvelous illustration of the 
progress that has been made in recent years 
in the science of war. 

There have been other disappearing gun 
carriages invented during the last few years 
but most of them have been hydraulic and 
have proved clumsy and impracticable. None 
of them has been adopted. The yun carriage 
that has been undergoing the guvernment 
tests at Sandy Hook is the first pneumatic 
gun carriage invented. 

The tests | were made to ascertain 
the rapidity with which the apparatus can be 
worked. The conditions of the test were pre- 
cisely those that would prevail in actual war- 
fare. The teste were made under the super- 
vision of inventor Spiller, Col. Creecy, the 
Presideut of the Pneumatic Gun Carriage 
company, Capt. Frank Heath, the Superin- 
tendent of the proving grounds, and Maj. 
Comly of the Ordnance and Fortitications 


Board. 

The chief dbject of the test was to make a 
comparison of the rapidity with which the car- 
riage can be manipulated by the hand appa- 
ratus with which it is fitted and the pneumatic 


wer. 
Bs hand power it requires thirteen minutes 
and tweuty-three seconds to lift the shot and 
ram it home. By pneumatic power the time 
consumed in the operation was twenty-one 
seconds. To elevate the gun by hand from 
five degrees depression to ten degrees 
elevation consumed twelve minutes 
and thirty-three seconds. It was done 
by pneumatic power yesterday in 32 second;. 
To —.— the tray which carries the shot and 
powder to the breech by hand required 1 min- 
ute and 2 seconds, By pneumatic power the 
same thing was done in 10 seconds. 

The powder used in the tests was not alto- 

ther satisfa „It is known as Lot V. U., 
No. 7. bro prismatic. A charge of 240 
pounds carries a shell weighing 175 pounds at 
a velocity of 1.980 feet per second. The offi- 
cers of the Ordnance Board, who are engaged 
just now in making powder testa, say that the 
same cha of amore uniform powder should 
carry the ehell at the rate of 2,100 feet per 
second,

HOW TO GET THE BEST OF LIFE. 


The Rev. Edward Everett Hale Lays 
Down Some Rules of Guidance. 

Christian Union: I. For the body, first— 
sleep, and enough of it, is the prime necessity. 
Enough exercise and good food and enough 
are other necessities. But sleep—good sleep, 
and enough of it—this is a necessity without 
which you cannot have the exercise of use, 
nor the food. The old proverbs about sleep 
are all misleading, except, indeed, that 
which says that “a woman who has a 
young child should get all the sleep that she 
can. Lam told that different people need 
different amounts of sleep. Perhaps they do. 
On the other hand, 1 know that the average 
night of the world is about eleven twenty- 
fourths of the average day. For myself, I 


eep in 
the twenty-four as good for me; and in this, 
as in all things, I get the best. An hour after 
lunch or dinner and nine hours between 
9:30 in the evening and 6:30 in the morning

Iam told that Navoleon I. got along 
with four hours’ sleep out of twenty-four.

II. About food, you will find out soon what 
you digest and wat you do not.

Ttere is no need forhurry 
in life—least of all when we are eating. 

I think the modern fad of the doctors, of 
meals often and light, isa goon one. I like a 
cup of. coffee (mostly milk) an hour before 
breakfast. I like to breakfast about 7:30, I 
like ‘a cup of coffee (mostly milk) at 11; lunch 
or dinner at 1 or 2; supper or dinner (the 
name is of little consequence), say at 7. If 
the supper has been light, or what people call 
tea, a bowl of soup before going to bed is a 
good thing. 

If zou mean to sleep you should not drink 
tea or coffee after 2 in the Afternoon nor go 
into any hard brainwork after 8 or 4 Most 
people say they want to sleep, but also want 
to do everything else conceivable—up to the 
moment of taking off their clothes. But this 
is absurd. 

IIL. Tho open air, and enough of it, every 
day—rain or shine. This is anotber necessity, 
for * and for digestion, and for any brain- 
work which shall be good for . — 1 
have never made any rules for exercise, how- 
ever, excepting this general demand for the 

nar. A man in héalth ought to be able 
to walk six miles a day without feeling tired. 
But I fancy that it is rather a matter of time 
in the air than of physical exercise. Thus ten 
miles in an open horse.car or a wagon seems 
to answer as well as six miles on foot. 

For body or mind, I do not believe in get- 
ting tired for the sake of resting, as the negro 
boy stubbed his toe because it felt so good 
when the pain Of course, a man has 
to get tired sometimes in the line of his duty. 
But work of a tired brain is. usel and it. is 
: pity to overstrain a tied body if you can 

elp it. | 

You should never sit down to the table to 
eat when you come iu from work dead tired. 
Lie down for ten minutes tirst, or take a cup of 
ten, or even of wine--that is what wine is for, 
and the only thing it is for. But. before you 
eat, wait till the machise is a little rested or 
refreshed. 

IV. So much for the pnysical machine. Of 
mental operations we kubw less of the 
methods. But we do know some results. 

For literary men the same rule is laid down 
by Walter Scott and Bulwer Lytton both as to 
daily maximum of real work. They were very 
different men, yet each of them says that three 
hours’ work is all that is good for anything. 
An English commission of high authority 
says that a child’s capacity for learning is at 
an end after three hours. I believe this is 
quite true. That is one reason for saying that 


“you need not hurry about anything. 


While you work stick steadily to what you 
have in hand, if you ean. Nothing is more 
faviguing than achange of subjects. It is hor- 
rible to have to write twenty letters, on twen- 
ty subjects, at one sitting. Yet this is what 
modern barbarism, with its invention of the 
post, demands of us. | 

As above, never work tne brain when it is 
tired, if you mean to do good Work. 

As above again, never work the brain on 
intricate work after 3 in the afternoon, if you 
mean to sleep. 

Reduced to practice, these rules would come 
out in a vigorous life somewhat thus: You 
rise and bathe and dress so as to be at your 
work, with your cup of coffee, about 6:30 or a 
little later. When I say coffee I mean milk 
warned with good coffee. The rule is, color 
of the cheek of a brunette in Seville,“ if you 
ever happened to see one. 

Thus you will have one happy hour, or 
nearly that, undisturbed by bores. 

For breakfast take a full hour. It is no 
great matter what that break fast is, so it is 
only different from what it generally is.

Amounts Granted by the Government for 
Sectarian Halls of Learning. 

The United States Government carries on 
the work of educating the Indians primarily 
and chiefly through public institutions organ- 
ized and managed by the Indian Office on a 
strictly non-partisan and non-sectarian basis. 
For some years the government has also ap- 
propriated from the public Treasury money 
to various contract schools. The following 
table exhibits the amounts set a for va- 
rious religious bodies for Indiau education for 
1898 and the totals for the last eight years:

. An inspection of the table will show that 
durmg eight years out of a total of $3,767,951 
awa to contract schools $2,366,416 were 
given tothe Catholics, The amount awarded 
to the Catholic Church the last vear of the last 
administration was $347,572, while the amount 
given to them during each of the four years 
of Commissioner Morgan’s term of office has 
been considerably larger. Owing to the fail- 
ure of Congress to appropriate the amount of 
money asked for by the Commissioner for In- 
dian education, it has been found necessary 
te abridge school work and to cut down both 
the amount allowed the government schools 
and the contract schools for the year ending 
June 30, 1893. These reductions for the con- 
tract schools have been made with impar- 
tiality.

Chairman Bary of Their Educational Com- 
mittee Gives His Views—Nobody Has a 
Right to Commit the Society—In Favor 
of a Compulsory Law That Will Not 
Interfere with Efficient Private and 
Sectarian Schools—Opposed to the Ed- 
wards Statue. 

There was a secret meeting of the Turners’ 
School committee Saturday evening in the 
office of Chairman Bary. The Chairman said 
that no definite action had been taken. The 
position of the Turners’ School committee Mr. 
Bary stated as follows: 

„That the Turners take a keen interest in 
education ig evidenced by the fact that at the 
last district convention we created a standing 
school committee, with power to actin all 
matters relating to education, and to report to 
the next convention, June, 1893. The scope 
of its committee’s work includes child labor, 
reform in complexion of ‘Boards of Educa- 
tion, extension of physical culture (gym- 
nastic), compulsory education, etc. The first 
efforts of the committee were directed toward 
inducing the County Board to erect a gym- 
nasium in connection with the Cook County 
Normal School, in which latter institution the 
Turners are specially interested. From pres- 
ent indications it would seem that our efforts 
will be crowned with success. 

** Then the assertion of some that your com- 
mittee is merely a political one is not true?“ 

No. the Turners are independent, and to 
their credit. be it said that no one can deliver 
their votes or carry their influence in his vest 
pocket, This is equally true of all progressive 
Germans, whe would resent any attempt to 
deliver them to the ‘sage’ of Buzzard’s Bay 
or to ident Harrison. We Turners are 
not voting cattle and recognize no leaders, 
but are susceptible to reason. We are espe- 
cially averse to resting under the false imputa- 
tion of being allied to any one party or bemg 
labeled ‘Altgeld’ orany other kind of men. 
And while we ourselves as an organization 
will refuse to go into politics, we most em- 
phatically deny the right of any oue to com- 
mit us even by. inference. For this ieason 
and not from u desire to aid candidates our 
committee selected a subcommittee with 
Turner William Zeller of the * Vorwaerts’ 
as ee to deflue bur position before the 
public. 

What is that position?“ 

It would not be courteous to the com- 
mittee, said Mr. Bary, to anticipate tneir 
official atteramces. Therefore, what I am 
about to say are my individual views, al- 
though every member of our committee with 
whom I have spoken shares them. Besides, 
they were indorsed by our national conven- 
tion in 1890 and find utterance in our official 
organ, the Turner Zeitung of Milwaukee. 


Favor Compulsory Education. 


„The Turners are strongly in favor of com- 
ry education, only the workings of sucha 

aw should not be directed to impairing the 
efficiency of private or sectarian schools. No 
less are we in favor of State control, but in a 
sense only wherein the parents or guardians 
are derelict and the private or sectarian 
schools fail to teach sufficient English and 
elementary branches, refore, while we 
would favor the repeal of the so-called ‘edu- 
cational law,’ we demand the . reén- 
actment of a compulsory education 
law without ite obnoxious feat- 
ures, such, as for example, that a 
child is compelled to attend the schoo) in the 
district in which it lives, the teaching of cer- 
tain branches in English, the power vested in 
local school trustees to refuse to recognize a 
private sectarian school. The disposition of 
the authorities should be to encourage educa- 
tion and all institutions consecrated to that 
sacred cause. To discriminate against pri- 
vate and sectarian schools is unjust and.prac- 
tically moperative. Do not parents who un- 
complainingly pay the school vax and in addi- 
tion tax themselves for a private or parochial 
school manifest an intersst in ucation ? 
And suppose such schools were closed. What 
would become of the 50,000 pupils of 


| these schibols in Chicago alone, when 20,000 


children are excluded because of lack of 
facilities? As regards the Lutherans they are 
among our best citizens, thrifty, law-abiding, 
and supporters of education. Any attempt to 
employ chicanery towards them 1s wholly un- 
warranted. That have some ground for 
complaint goes unchallenged. And before 
committing ourselves we shall certainly con- 
sult them with a view of harmoni us codépera- 
tion in the drafting’ of a measure. On the 
other hand, since they came from the country 


they: certainly cannot object to that, nor 
equally so to State control, which is enforced 
82 Germany, especially in Prussia, 
only such ‘control should be just. For 
their own schools being excellent they have 
nothing to fear and ought to be eager to join 
in bettering siich—if there be any—in which 
English and the elementary branches are 
madequately taught. 

| Would Take It for Granted, 

Thie would be the extent to which I would 
limit State control, by far less rigorous than 
that of the Prussian Government. In fact, I 
have so much contidence in the efficiency of 
the Lutheran schools that I would be willing 
to make the concession that all schools, 
whether public, private, or parochial, should 
be considered as prima facie adequate, their 
teachings as competent, and their curriculum 
of study asin compliance with require- 
ments of State until they are proved 
other vise, and that not by partisan school 
trustees but in courts of law. If so adjudged 
as inadequate in English and the elementary 
branches, then only should State control and 
interference be invoked, and all citizens 
should join in that. For while the schools 
and parents should not be interfered with so 
long as they manifest a disposition to educate 
the children, the sacred rights of the children 
to be educated must be protected both in 
justice to themselves, who are defenseless, and 
to the State. 

In conclusion,” said Chairman Bary, “I 
would say that these views are shared not by 
the Turners alone. Some weeks ago I ad- 
dressed the National Convention of the Ger- 
man-American Teachers’ Association of the 
United States, than which there is no higher 
authority in German pedagogy in this coun- 
try. There I expressed these identical views 
in my address and on motion of that dean of 
education, Prof. Dr. Emil Dapprich of Mil- 
waukee, they met with the unanimous 
approval of that body. Besides I have 
frequently spoken on the subject with 
the late Herman Raster, among the 
most. erudite of German-Americans, and he 
was pronounced in support of these views, If, 
as in 1890, the Republican party is averse to 
such views, but stands committed to the Ed- 
wards law. including its obnoxious features 
I would now, as I did then, op it, and 1 
would invite my colleagues to do the same, as 
we are op to know-nothingism. But if 
this be not the case I am equally opposed to 
dragging the sacred cause of religion into the 
mire of politics, ‘There is already too much 
2323 in education, and our efforts should

EFFECTIVE LOCOMOTIVE SMOKE BURNER. 


The Walker Automatic Device Said to Do 
Its Work Well. 

Several of the railroads in this city, says a 
local paper, are making a move in the direc- 
tion of smoke prevention. The Illinois Cen- 
tral has already changed ite tire boxes, and it 
is understood that the Northwestern is about 
to do the same. The Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul has adopted an automatic consumer 
which is giving satisfaction in the abolition of 
smoke. 

Other roads are also waking up to the fact 
that smoke may be abolished at slight ex- 
pense on the one side, and at an actual saving 
on the other side, for the combustion of 
smoke means a reduction in the amount of 
coal burned per mile, according to the weight 
of the train hauled, Overa hun red engines 
on the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul lines 
are now fitted with an automatic smoke con- 
suming device, and in every case smoke is 
greatly lessened, if not abolished. An im- 

rtant test with this device was made on a 

vy train from the Union Depot to Milwau- 
kee, and the results were satisfactory. 

The train was No, 9, leaving the Union 
depot at 11:30 and bound for St. Paul. It 
was an exceptionally heavy one, being com-

Rains Have Not Helped It a Great Deal, 
and There Is Danger from Frosts in 
in Quantity and Quality than Was Ex- 
pected—Good Weather for Harvesting— 


Excellent Progress with Thrashing 
Oatse—Movement of Winter Wheat. 

Dwrear, III., Aug. 28.— Special.] August,. 
1891, closed up with a low degree of tempera- 
ture all over the cotn and winter wheat belts, 
with frost in the northern portion of the 
spring wheat belt, and more or less general 
rains covering the entire Northwest and 
Southwest. The rains were of great benefit to 
the meadows and pastures and there was every 
prospect of plenty of fail feed. Oats were being 
thrashed everywhere, from the shock, the 
quality. was exceptionally good, running as 
high as thirty-six to thirty-eight pounds to the 
bushel. Old corn was moving out freely un- 
der the stimulus of good prices. Corn was 
beginning rapidly to mature and the prospects 
were that in ten days a small proportion at 
least of the early corn would be safe from 
frost. The sequel proved that Sept. 5 some 
corn in the northern portion of the corn belt 
had matured and was of excellent quality 
and good quantity. 

In South Dakota and Southern Minnesota. 
harvesting is now general. In the northern 
portion of the spring wheat belt little has yet 
been dove. The weather for harvesting has 
generally been good, but wheat has not filled 
well, is considerably shrunken, and the yield 
will be, if present prospects materialize, con- 
siderably less than it was last year. The 
quality judging from sample is not as good 
as the first wheat received last year. The late 
wheat will not be fit to cut for two or three 
weeks yet and is liable to be damaged by 


frost. 

Reports from Ceutral Minnesota state that 
harvest is now in full blast. Most of the 
heads are partiy filled. The tops being de- 
fective, a large yield is not looked for. 
There will be more or less shrunken grain 
this season and the late sown wheat promises 
to be poor. 

The fact becomes more and more apparent 
that the hot weather has damaged a very large 
proportion of the spring wheat crop. As har- 
vest progresses the wheat shows up shrunken 
and in most ‘cases a bleached berry. In the 
territory referred to the wheat ripened alinost 
in one day both early and late. Two-thirds of 
the sprig wheat is now cut. Farmers will 

nerally sell „ as their storage vapacity 
is not sufficient to hold their crops. Besides, 
the experience of last season with regard to 
„% holding wheat is something they do not 
care to repeat this season. 


Losses and Gains for Corn. 


Possibly corn may have gained a small per- 
centage in some areas owing to rains which 
fell early in the week, but, on the other hand, 
corn has lost ground in other portions of the 
corn belt. Nebraska had a poet rain early in 
the week and they are all feeling better in con- 
sequence of it. great unevenness of the 
corn crop this season makes it unusually diffi- 
cult and a hard task to come at its general 
condition. Some of it is in roasting ears, 
some in taese! and silk and rowing fast, and. 
as a vorrespotident of mine remarks, ** what 
kind of a mess will it make when we come to 
gather it? Nebraska farmers say they want 
at least fifteen days for corn to ripen and that 
a large percentage of it will need all of Sep- 
tember before it is safe from frost. 

The oat crop is nearly all stacked. The 
yield is light, but the quality is good. Farm- 
ers will not be as free sellers of oats this year 
as they usually are. The old crop of oats has 
been practically cleaned up. 

Iowa reports that corn has gained a little 
during August; that it is thirty days late as 
compared with an average season. Some of 
it, however, will never mature. Farmers are 
carrymg considerable old corn, but at the 
same time no increase in the present move. 
ment is looked for. 

Northern Kansas reports that the rains have 
helped corn, but the crop is still from two to 
three weeks late. Frost seldom catches Kan- 
sas corn. By Sept. 10 to 15 early fields will 
be safe, but the late corn will nut be made 
until Oct. 1. Oats are thrashing out fairly 
well, but not up to @ general average. 

Eastern Kansas reports that there has been 
considerable rain lately, but it came too late 
to be of any benefit to the corn. Southern 
Kansas farmer seem to think that they will 
not make over two-thirds of an average crop 
of corn this season. The prospects for corn 
three weeks were , but the damage 
was done by hot, scorching winds prior to 
the recent rain. Oats are light and mostly 

rading No, 3—farmers generally holding 
Chom-—vieldine from twenty to twenty-five 
bushels per acre. 
Light Yield Promised in Northern Missouri. 

Reports from Northern Missouri show that 
corn is three weeks later than usual. There 
have been local showers in different localities. 
Owing to the drought the corn promises now 
to be a light crop in this territory. The 
weather has been too dry and hot for corn to 
fill well, and the crop asa whole is from fif- 
teen to twenty-five days late as compared with 
an average season. 

We never look for much corn in a surplus 
way from Michigan, but the reports, however, 
from this State certainly cut a much larger 
figure than they do from Texas, The pros- 
pects of a 2 corn in Michigan are not 
soul-stirring. Very little rain has fallen dur- 
ing the last thirty or forty days, and under 
these conditions the prospects are not flatter- 
ing. It will take ali of September for the 
cors to mature. 

Ohio reports that corn is needing rain. The 
hot and dry weather is causing it to fill poor- 
ly, and it will not be out of the way of frost be- 
fore Sept. 20 or 25. Practically the same con- 
ditions are now governing the situation in in- 
diana, 

The rains to which I have referred in this 
report as having fallen the present week 
struck Illinois only in certain localities. 
Hence corn is needing rain badly. Early 
corn, which was weil cultivated, may make a 
fair yield. The late coru, of which this sea- 
son there is a large percentage, resents the 
d ht and hot weather and refuses to do 
much, I have examined a great deal of corn 
myself this week. Ihave not found a single 
ear that was dentea.”’ crop runs all the 
way from fifteen to thirty days later than last 
year. 

The dry weather has enabled farmers to 
make excellent progress with thrashing the 
oat crop, and a large percentage of it is 
now thrashed, The movement from farmers’ 
hands is not large. From these State reports 
I draw these conclusions: That Nebraska has 
made a little gain, general condition; that 
Iowa has about held her own; that there is 
no improvement in Illinois, that Kansas and 
Missouri are about where they were two weeks 
ago. Both States have had a scorch, and the 
recent rains have not healed the wound. I 
dislike to say it, but the truth compels me to, 
that Illinois has the poorest prospect for an 
average crop of any State in the corn belt. 
Indiana and Ohio are below an average, and 
there will be no scarcity of cars to export the

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Gold Shipments Made During the Week— 


Leading Speculative Produce Markets. 


Much Unsettled by the Cholera Scare— 
Lower Prices Have Ruled, but an Im- 
provement Occurred Late in the Week 
on the Large Exports, and Unfavorable 
Crop News. 


The improvement in the general situation oc- 
casioned by the settlement of labor troables at 
two or three Eastern points has been partially 
offset by the cholera scare, as reflected through 
the New York market; and by the unsettled mon- 
etary affairs of the country, as indicated by 
further shipments of gold last week. The cholera 
news has tended to chéck speculation in all lines 
of securities and provisions, especially in the line 
of meats. Thursday $1,500,000 in gold was 
taken by two gold shipment houses and was 
shipped to Austria. The London Economist, in 

of these shipments of gold, says: 

* Austria-Hungary has now definitely embarked 
on her scheme of currency reform. That 
will, of course, involve a new de- 
mand upon the world’s stock of gold, bat 
the governments have already a sufficient supply 
of the metal to keep their mints working for some 
time, and it will betheir aim as well as that of 
the Austria-Hungary banks to strengthen the gold 
reserve and to obtain fresh supplies with the 
least possible disturbance of the European money 
markets.“ The quoto of silver purchases by the 
government for August was completed last week 
by the purchase of 415,000 ounces at prices raag- 
ing from 83.60 to 83.63 cents an ounce: This was 
purchased out of an offering of 851,000 ounces.
